Office Action Summary

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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 8, 9, and 1 4 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in 
improper form because a multiple dependent claim cannot depend on another multiple 
dependent claim. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims have not been 
further treated on the merits. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office 
action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Schmidt et al 5,798,433. 

The cited prior art discloses a process for production of PPT (PTT) comprising 
80% by weight trimethylene terephthalate units, having an IV in the range of 0.6 to 
0.926, and a b* color value in the range of -0.4 to +4.0. The resin has no more than 5 
ppm acrolein and no more than 3 ppm allyl alcohol. See columns 2-4. It is the 
Examiner's position that the prior art disclosures have features and characteristics as 
claimed. Characteristics not expressly disclosed would be inherent.
